I  ha\a'  the  honour  to  present  the  annual  report  lor  the  _\ear 
It), ■),■■»  on  the  health  and  sanitare  eoiulitions  ol  the  distiiet. 

Sinee  lt)48  the  health  duties  of  the  Borough  Couneil  have 
been  restrieted  to  the  phr  sieal  enxironment  and  epidemic  diseases. 

The  phrsieal  eiuironment  means  principally  housing'  and 
looil.  Atmospheric  pollution  is  a  teature  which  is  being' 
increasing'h'  recognised  as  a  source  of  serious  dung'd'  to  health, 
and  more  attention  must  be  devoted  to  this  in  the  future.  Two 
■Sulphur  Dioxide  deposit  recorders  have  been  in  use  for  the  past 
three  vears.  The  readings  show  a  heavy  pollution  ii'i  the  winter 
time,  which  suggests  that  the  additional  low  level  snioke  produced 
bv  domestic  premises  is  a  big  factor  in  the  colder  months. 

The  popidation,  according  to  the  Registrar  (leneral’s  esti¬ 
mate,  was  'I'he  adjusted  birth  rate  was  14.1,  and  the 

adjusted  death  rate  B4.8,  compared  with  corresponding  rates  of 
In.O  and  11.7  for  Kngland  and  W'ales.  4'here  were  seven  deaths 
from  cancer  of  the  lung,  six  of  these  were  male  deaths. 

1  he  infant  mortality  rate  was  ’JT  pei'  ROOD  live  births,  com¬ 
pared  with  the  national  rate  of  ’-14.;).  Deaths  of  infants  undei' 
one  )ear  of  age  numbered  H),  and  seven  of  these  occurred  within 
the  first  lour  weeks  ol  hie.  I  here  were  no  niaternal  dexiths.  ()ver 
-jOO  cases  of  measles  were  notified,  with  one  death.  44n'ee 
poliom\'eh t i s  cases  oecuri'ed,  tw'o  wei'e  paialytic,  one  ol  which 
resulted  in  serious  permanent  paralysis  in  an  adult. 
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1  here  were  a  number  of  cases  of  paratyphoid  fever,  wliich 
w'ere  quickly  traced  to  a  local  food  shop.  'I'hc  organism  wa'' 
paratyphoid  H.  I’haj^e  1  ype  1,  the  same  strain  was  found  in 
both  customers  and  stall.  It  was  suspected,  but  not  proved,  that 
the  souri'e  of  infei'tion  was  Chinese  h’l-o/en  compound  used 

in  making"  cakes. 

The  .Mass  .Miniature  Radiogiaplu"  L'nit  carried  out  a  sur\e\ 
in  the  first  three  months  of  the  \ear  and  X-ra\ed  7,H24  persons, 
of  whom  87  were  leferred  for  further  investigation.  Of  these 
In  required  treatment.  This  gives  a  treatment  rate  of  2.01)  per 
l,(M)l)  examined,  compared  with  the  national  rate  of  8.81. 

The  water  suppK"  has  been  generally  sat isfactorv,  but  in  a 
numbei'  of  individual  cases  there  has  been  inadec|uate  suppK 
because  of  defective  old  piping"  to  the  houses. 

riie  number  of  houses  coiwpleted  bv  the  council  was  2(), 
together  with  12  Hats.  Private  enterprise  was  responsibk"  for 
H)  houses.  Impro\ement  grants  whereby  half  the  cost  is  pi-ovided 
by  the  Council  and  the  Ministry  (jf  Housing  aiid  Local  Covern- 
luent,  were  approved  in  ol  cases  at  a  total  cost  of  ;{i4,()5b.  .Siu'h 
properlv  must  be  capable  of  pro\iding"  satisfactory  accommoda¬ 
tion  after  improvetuent  for  not  less  than  I. 7  years. 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Housing  Repairs 
and  Rents  .\cl  a  survey  ot  all  substandard  property  in  the  borough 
has  been  made.  .Some  770  houses  have  been  recommended  foi" 
clearance,  and  the  Coui"icil  has  agreed  to  deal  with  all  these  in 
the  next  five  years. 

I  wxjidd  like  to  express  ni\'  thtmks  to  members  of  the  Council 
and  staff  for  their  continued  help  and  co-operation  duiing  the 
year.

SECTION  B. 

General  Provision  of  Health  Services  in  the  Area. 

The  Lancashire  County  Council,  under  the  National  Health 
Service  -Act,  is  the  responsible  .Authority  for  the  provision  and 
maintenance  of  local  health  services  such  as  Child  Welfare,  Mental 
Health,  Care  of  School  Children,  and  Care  of  the  Ag-ed. 

The  Ambulance,  District  Nursing-,  Mid'wifery  and  Maternity 
and  Child  AATlfare  Services  provided  by  the  County  Council  are 
administered  under  the  Divisional  Health  Service  Scheme  by  the 
Divisional  Health  Committee  No.  12  from  headquarters  in  Bury. 

Hospital  facilities  are  provided  and  maintained  through  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board  and  Hospital  Management  Committees. 
Patients  are  admitted  without  regard  to  local  authority  boundaries. 
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The  Borough  Council  is  responsible  for  the  provision  of  the 
remainder  of  local  health  services,  and  the  whole  of  those  matters 
likely  to  affect  or  be  concerned  with  the  maintenance  of  high 
standards  of  environmental  health.  These  services  include  : — 
Control  of  Infectious  Diseases  (including  Food  poisoning). 
Provision  of  suitable  Water  Supplies. 

Control  of  food  and  food  preparing  premises  (including  the 
sampling  of  milk,  ice  cream  and  other  foodstuffs  for 
bacteriological  examination). 

Provision  of  sanitary  accommodation  to  houses,  factories, 
shops  and  other  premises,  and  the  provision  of  public 
sanitary  conveniences. 

Inspection  of  houses  with  regard  to  fitness  for  human  habi¬ 
tation. 

Detection  and  prevention  of  nuisances. 

The  prevention  of  atmospheric  pollution. 

Control  of  rat,  mouse,  and  insect  infestations. 

The  examination  of  milk,  water,  ice  cream,  and  samples  of 
other  foods,  and  the  examination  of  pathological  specimens  is 
undertaken  without  charge  to  the  Borough,  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service,  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Monsall 
Hospital,  Manchester.

The  water  supply  for  the  greater  portion  of  the  area  is  under 
the  control  of  the  Irwell  Valley  Water  Board,  and  is  derived  partlv 
from  deep  wells  and  partly  from  water  sheds. 

Ainsworth  is  supplied  with  water  from  the  Bolton  Corpora¬ 
tion  Water  Board.

Mr.  H.  R.  Davenport,  V.IM.I.C.E.,  M.I.W.E.,  the  Engineer  and 
IManager  of  Bolton  Corporation  Waterworks,  has  also  kindly  given  me 
the  following  particulars  with  regard  to  Ainsworth. 


(a)  'file  water  sujiplied  to  that  part  of  the  Borough  of  Radcliffe  which 
is  in  the  area  of  supply  of  the  Bolton  Corjxiration  Waterworks 
Cndertaking  was  satisfactory  both  as  regards  quality  and  quantity. 

(b)  The  siqiply  was  from  Dingle  Slow  Sand  filters  and  Springs,  and 
Dingle  f’ressure  fillers,  and  four  samples  of  both  raw  and  filtered 
water  were  sulijected  to  full  chemical  analysis,  and  50  samples  of 
both  raw  and  filtered  water  to  bacteriological  examination  by  the 
Borough  Analyst.  The  results  showed  that  general  filtration  and 
treatment  of  the  raw  water  were  necessary,  and  that  the  filtered 
and  treated  water  was  of  excellent  quality,  B.Coli  being  absent 
in  almost  all  cases  in  100  mills.  All  water  is  treated  before  passing 
into  supply. 

(c)  from  tests  made  weekly  the  water  was  shown  t(j  have  no  significant 
plumbo-solvent  action. 

(d)  No  action  wtis  retiuired  to  be  taken  in  respect  of  any  form  of 
contamination. 

(e)  'J'here  were  no  additional  water  mains  laid  within  the  area  during 
the  year.

Closet  Accommodation. 

h'inancial  assistance  has  been  given  for  the  conversion  of 
privies  to  fresh  water  closets  since  1921,  and  a  corresponding 
grant  was  sanctioned  in  May,  1938,  for  the  conversion  of  waste 
water  closets.  With  few  exceptions  the  privies  and  pail  closets 
that  were  within  access  to  sewers  and  the  main  water  supply 
had  been  dealt  with  before  the  outbreak  of  war,  and  steady 
progress  was  being  made  wdth  the  waste  MMter  Closets  when  war 
brought  this  work  to  a  standstill. 

The  following  table  shows  the  closet  and  ashpit  accommoda¬ 
tion  at  the  end  of  1920,  and  1926,  also  at  the  end  of  each  of  the 
past  four  .years,  and  demonstrates  the  conversions  and  additions 
made  since  the  scheme  came  into  operation  in  October,  1921.
